Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 2/9/06 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. It is alleged that Honda teaches only the smoothing of the phase equalization coefficients 
rather than the smoothing of the prediction coefficients. As previously stated in the final office action, the primary reason Honda was 
used in the outstanding art rejection is to show that smoothing of filter coefficients is old and well established in the art. Whether the 
coefficients are prediction coefficients or "phase equalization coefficients, the function of the smoothing means/step would still be the 
same, i.e. generating smoothed coefficient output. In other word, given the teaching of smoothing coefficients of Honda, one skill in the 
art would have been motivated to modify the admitted prior art to smooth the prediction coefficients, as indicated in the last office action 
for the reasons given by Honda. For the sake of argument, note however that the output of the equalization filter is a filtered prediction 
signal see Honda col. 4, lines 33-34 then the coefficients generated by the smoothing means have to be prediction coefficients. 
Applicant further argued that the smoothing of the equalization coefficients by Honda is not equivalent to smoothing of prediction 
coefficients as claimed . Examiner disagrees because the smoothing as taught by Honda and the smoothing as claimed by applicant 
have to be equivalent since each smothing results in a "smoothed prediction coefficients" being generated. In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, the motivation to combine the references was found in Honda see for instance col. 2, lines 45-48 and col. 9, lines 47-61. In 
addition, the argument made in reference to Shimoni et al is moot as the smoothing of the coefficients has been addressed with 
reference to Honda. Note that the low pass filter, FIR and MR filters were introduced in the last office action to show that it is well known 
practice to implement a smoothing means as low pass filter, FIR and MR. The smoothing of coefficients is taught by the primary 
reference. 
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
